and take god aſſuraunte of vs: Js it not a god while. ſince 
the ſtate of France is ſecretly bought and ſolde: eſpetiallp at 
this pꝛeſent time, when with all manner of open hoſtilitie it 
is furiouſly aſſaulted 2 Muſt wee ſkill diſſemble and hide the 
cauſe of our nuiſerte ? o2 rather muſt we nerdes pleaſe our 
owne humours therein, ſeduced with a'vaine hope of coine 
anvftucr ?

Haue not ſome of them ſo ſump⸗ 
tuoully adoꝛned themlelues therewith, that they iet it vp and 
downe rather lyke new married buidegrames; then ſouldiers 
fit foꝛ the field? Hane not many ol our beſt and richeſt wid⸗ 
dowes of Roane and Paris, beneſeduced and begiuled with

Are we ignoꝛant howe beſtae 
he loft his great fieete (foliſhlp by him baptiſed the Jmunci⸗ 
ble, of which long befoꝛe we ſawe ſo many. arragant Cato- 
logues both waitfen and pꝛinted, whoſe miſtrable lanes wee 
afterwards receiued into our poꝛtes, permitted them in pitty 
to bereleucdbybeggingfrom doze to dane) be bzake and

that which the Spaniart hath heretofoze ſo frautulently v- 
ſurped from him in his kingdome of Nauarre) leaſt he ſhold 
one day ( pꝛouoked thereunto by a iuſt reuenge, and lawful 

right of war) victoziouſly vndertake the recouerp of his 

right, and ioin Scepter to Dcepter,and Crown to Crown. 

Fo2 is not he that great and polliticke comynander and lea- 

der of armies? he whomcomnſeltts a graue Neſtor, and A 
in the midſt of larums and hattailes a ſtoute Achilles, who 
bath ſooner ſurpuſed Cittits, then other men can take the 
bew of them:Who in the ſpace'of two moneths;inthe very 
hart of winter, as of ſwozy mu one 
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It is therefo2e (as far as I perteiue) to hinder the ſucteſ⸗ 
full vid mies of ſo wozthy a Ring, and to empeach the con 
queſts that els he ſhould haue on the Spaniard, that theſe 
Frenche Caſtillians, oꝛ Caſtillian Frenchmen doe ſo trou- 
ble the ſtate of France: it is therefoze that ſo man do dai⸗ 
ly ſecke to perſwade vs, that hee which neuer failed his 
word, will neuer kerpe that which hee hath pꝛomiſed vs in 
his late declaration, wherein as a god father, he hath with 
teares of pitty, and meare compaſſion of our miſeries, clean 
waſhed, and wholly blotted out of his remembzance all our 
fozepaſled faults and treſpaſſes, onely fiuc oz ſire trecherons 
Spanpoliſed villeins excepted, who haue engoꝛed the name 
of France in blod with the moſt p2oditozious x traiterous 
parricide , that euer the Sunme ſaw pet, a parricide com- 
mitted and perpetrated in the perſon of htm, fo2 the pꝛeſer⸗ 
nation of whom all true French men ſhould nener refuſe to 
die a thouſand deaths. Is it not ſoꝛ this occaſion that the 
Spaniard doth daily cauſe ſo many to whiſper in our eares, 
that our King is fallen into the relaps, he that neuer pꝛo⸗ 
feſt any other Religion, but that which his mother held, and 
who was neuer in any of our Churches but once, and that 
in daunger to haue his th2oat cutte : Is it not fo2 denying 
the omnipotency of God, that he is called impenitent, as if 
that God could neuer touch his hart? Is not that the cauſe 
that all thoſe which goe about to inſfruct o2 conuert hym, 
are called Heretiques: leaſt that in ſhewing him the truth, 
he ſhould be bzought vnto the mother Church againe, not 
to aſſure him ſelfe of his two rigt tfull earthly Crownes, but 
alſo of the thirde and gloꝛious Crowne of Heauen: Thus 
mult we ſay, and thus it behoueth vs to crp,if we will faith- 
ſully ſerue the King of Spaine our good Lo2d and maiſter, 
otherwiſe his Maieſties affay2cs wil pꝛoſper but ſclenderly, 
if the Frenche ſhould once agree and come to an vnity toge- 
ther.
